MOSCOW, Oct. 12 (UP) .—Soviet 
tanks, counter-attacking in a snow 
storm, recaptured the village of 
“M” in the vital Vyazma sector 130 
‘miles southwest of Moscow and 
drove the Germans back several 
miles, war dispatches said today, but 
elsewhere the Germans drove ahead. 

One of the most encouraging fac- 
tors on the Soviet side was the con- 
tinued activity of the Red Air force.

They said the Nazis now are using 
obsolete planes—Polish PZL-11 and 
PZL-24 fighters and Junkers-52 
transports. 

A dispatch from the central front 
said the Russian air force continued 
to attack tanks despite a heavy 
snowstorm. 

The communiques of the last two 
days credited the air force with the 
destruction of 102 tanks, indicating 
continued success of aerial defense 
against the German's panzer tactics.

The text of Rep. Marcantonio’s 
speech follows: 


Yesterday afternoon, Oct. 10th, 
along with the overwhelming 
majority vf my colleagues in the 
House of Representatives, I voted 
in favor of appropriating almost 
six billions of our dollars for the 
purpose of lending and leasing 
materials of war to those nations 
fighting 'Hitlerism. I did so be- 
cause the cefense of America, of 
our national independence and 
cur freedom, requires the military 
defeat of Hitler at the earliest 
possible moment, and the victory 
of the armies fighting Hitler de- 
pends, to a great extent, on speedy 
and effective aid from America. 

Eight months ago, on Feb. 18th, 
I voted against a similar appro- 
priation provided for in the first 
“lend-lease” bill. The world of 
Feb. 18th was vastly different 
from the world of Oct. 10. 

On Feb. 18, the world was wit- 
nessing a war between two axes, 
the Wall St.-Downing St. axis ar- 
rayed against the Rome-Tokio- 
Berlin axis, both axes engaged 
in war for empire, for the domi- 
nation of conquered countries 
and the exploitation of more and 
more peopie. On Feb. 18, it was 
the duty of all believers in de- 
mocracy (0 oppose imperialism 
and fascism, irrespective of their 
national character. On Feb. 1 
America’s best deferse rested, 
not on @ war of imperialist ag- 
gression Dut on a people’s unity 
for a democratic peace. 

* 

That was so on Feb. 18, in a 

world in which the United States 


was not in military danger, and 
therefore Americans interested in 
the defense of our country could 
challenge and oppose a program, 
which, at that time, could only 
have meant war for imperialist 
aims. 

- We knew then, as we know now, 
that the Adolf Hitler plan for 
world conquest can never be car- 
ried out so long as the United 
States and the Soviet Union re- 
main unconquered. We knew then, 
as we know now, that the con- 
quest of one of these nations 
would make the conquest of the 
other almost a certainty. There- 
fore, the tealities of a world in 
which one of these nations is in- 
vaded mace obvious the impossi- 
bility of a democratic peace aud 
demand a military victory over 
Nazism. 

Hence, on October 10th, we 
Americans, confronted with a 
military danger to our national 
existence which is a result of the 
Nazi invasion of the Soviet Union, 
must unite for all-out defense of 
our nation, must unite behind the 
policy of all-out aid to the armies 
fighting Hitler—armies which 
corstitute America’s first line of 
defense. 

. " 

I have no patience with the ar- 
gument that Adolf Hitler made 
an attack on the Soviet Union 
in desperation, that the invasion 
was an act of a mad-man. A 


cold-blooded appraisal of the. 


situation makes it obvious that 
the invasion of the Soviet Union 
is a part of Hitler’s scheme of 
world conquest. He himself has 
told the German people that so 
long as the Soviet Union exists, 
he can not carry out his plan. He 
can not send an expéditionary 
force to Dakar, or to any part of 
the Westein Hemisphere, so long 
es there exists a powerful, well- 
armed Soviet Union. 

Hitler knows that world con- 


feating the United States; and 
knows also that t“- defeat of the 
United States is impossible with- 
out first crushing the Soviet 
Union. 


A conquered Soviet Russia 
would meéaa the establishment of 
a Nazi bridgehead within row- 
boat distance of our northwestern 
shores—Aleska. A conquered So- 
viet Russia will mean a Nazi- 
controlled Japan, compelled to do 
the bidding for 
Japan, after a Hitler conquest of 
Russia, will be in a military po- 
sition simiiar to that which now 
exists between Germany and Italy 
caused by Hitler’s conquest of 
Austria.

The Carmen’s Convention at Kansas City 


Car builders, car repairers, car inspectors and car cleaners—those 
are the boys who make up the membership of one of the biggest of the 
railroad shop-craft unions—the Brotherhood of Railway Carmen of 
America. 
The Carmen recently completed an 11-day convention in Kansas 
City, their first in six years, and that is what we are going to write 
about today. . 


Pledge Full Support to National Defense 


First in importance at every gathering of labor these days is 
the question of safeguarding America by way of a military defeat 
of Hitler in Europe. The Carmen's Convention did itself proud in 
that respect. The opening remarks of President Felix Knight and 
all the other speeches carried an awaredness that world domina- 
tion by Hitlerism constitutes the major danger to American de- 
mocracy and American trade unionism. Resolutions were adopted 
to support that viewpoint. 

One of the resolutions said, in part: “That we pledge our un- 
divided support to our country’s national defense program and 
stand behind President Roosevelt and his foreign policy of all-aid 
to Great Britain, Russia, China and all other nations fighting for 
the military destruction of Hitler and the wiping of Hitlerism from 
the face of the earth” 


‘A “Finish” Fight for Wage Increases 


The delegates expressed themselves, in no uncertain terms, as de~- - 
termined, along with the other rail unions, to secure satisfactory settle- 
ment of the present wage and vacation controversies, Again and again 

- were stressed the facts of higher living costs, huge profits and increased 
productivity of labor as jurisdiction and reason why the President's 
Emergency Board should recommend the granting of wage increases 
and vacations with pay. 

Legislation to secure the six-hour-day and five-day-week was re- 

endorsed as a basic point in the future program of railway labor. Safety 

of the traveling public and train crews was considered in a strong reso- 
lution which denounced inadequate car and train inspection due to re- 
duced inspection forces and consequent speed up of workers. The reso- 
lution pointed out that accidents and deaths are resulting from this 
condition. 
. Other resolutions,demanded elimination of piece work, shelters for 
_-~“tip-track and yard repair work, sick leave and amendments to the 
Railroad Unemployment Compensation Act. 

Compensation reports showed membership at its highest point 

since the 1922 shopmen’s strike. But there are still three major roads— 

Pennsylvania, Sante Fe and Frisco—where company unions retain shop- 

craft contracts. The carmen pledged to do their part, along with the 

other shop-craft unions, to wipe from these roads fhe last remaining 

“dummy” unions. 


Trade Unions and Democracy 


Edward Keating, editor of Labor, in a speech to the convention, 
made some very pertinent remarks concerning the part which the 
trade union movement must play in maintaining democracy. 

Mr. Keating said: “If democracy is to be saved, it must be 
saved by the trade union movement. We represent the only or- 
ganized force which has such a tremendous stake in democracy 
_ that we are prepared to sacrifice for it and, if necessary, die for 
it.” He concluded: “We must strengthen our unions. And we 
must redouble our efforts in the political field. If we do that, we 
will not only crush totalitarian autocracy abroad, but we will save 
democracy. at home.” :

The Curse of Jim-Crowism Still Remains 


The carmen, along with all but one of the otiier rail unions, still 
allow the undemocratic doctrine of race discrimination to remain in 
their constitution. True, they give limited membership to Negro car- 
men and car cleaners, but these Negro workers are denied full and 
equal right to hold office and attend meetings along with their white 
féllow workers. 


Racism is the doctrine of Hitlerism. To the extent it is al- 
lowed to exist in our railroad unions, or in any phase of American 
life, to that extent i negates the high democratic concepts ex- 
pounded by Brother Keating and applauded by the convention 
delegates, Being poverty” es gr is part and parcel 
of the bureaucratic prac which make for machine control 
within our rail labor organizations. Race prejudice divides and 
weakens our fight to secure higher wages, vacations and the other 
economic improvements which rail workers, NEGRO and WHITE, 
are entitled to. 

The carmen delegates applauded democratic sentiments, but 
they failed to wipe Jim-Crow out of their constitution. 


Real Democracy Must Be Progressive 


The ever-changing conditions of modern industry demand that 
_ trade unions progressively improve themselves or fail of their purpose 
In that respect, the Carmen's Convention showed serious shortcomings. 
_ From the accounts in Labor and from discussions with returned dele-

GIRLS INTERESTED 


The two girls sitting next to the 
Brigader were immediately  at- 
tracted to the story; As one of the 
girls read vhe news item she sum- 
marized it for her friend. This 
friend, in turn, reported to a young 
Spanish man who sat next to her. 

The Brigader could not under- 
stand a word of the animated dis- 
cussion that followed but he knew 
that it was based on the story 
since he could decipher such words 
as Franco and fascists. ’ 

He didn't wait long before he 
turned to the girl next to him and 
asked is she would like to have the 
newspaper. She took it and asked 
the price. 

Yes, she had heard of the Daily 
and Sunday Worker before but had 
never read one. When she finished, 
she handed it to the girl next to 
her who read it with the young 
man. By this time, they had ar- 
rived at their station. The man 
jumped up, took the paper, thanked 
the Brigader profusely and paid 
him ten cents.

What About 
Jobs, AFL 
Painters 
Inquire 


New York City 
Workers Correspondence Dept.: 

The defense efforts of our coun- 
try has dislucated industry and while 
many workers have been hired in 
heavy industry, it does not take in 
the slack of those fired in non- 
defense industries. 

The building industry has been 
in a chronic state of disorganiza- 
tion. Today, however, priorities has 
taken construction material away 
from the industry thus preventing — 
the building of any huge housing 
ventures such as the Parkchester 
development of the Metropolitan 
Life Insurance Company. The paint- 
ers already are faced with huge 
lay-offs at a time which ordinarily 
is considered the height ‘of the sea- 
son—October. 

Already the topic of conversation 
is where to get the next job. Wha 
is the next step? ‘ 


The painters went on record be- 
hind the President's defense efforts 
of aid to Britain and the Soviet 
Union. But so far, this in real life 
is acting to the detriment of the 
painters themselves who feel that 
they are unemployed because of 
priorities in defense. My Local (848) 
tackled this situation by circulating 
& resolution to District Council 9 
and the Building Trades Council to 
call a conference to map out ways 
and means in which the painters 
can find employment, and if neces- 
Sary to make arrangements to shift 
painters to national defense jobs. 

Most painters can be used in va- 
rious capacities, and should be 
given prior right to these jobs. The 
resolution states that unemploy- 
ment is detrimental to national - 
morale and whereas a job for every — 
man is as necessary for defense of 
our country as a gun for every SOly 
dier, therefore we appeal to District 
Council 9, Building Trades Council 
to organize a conference along the 
lines of cooperating with defense 
authorities in getting employment 
for all willing to work. This action 
will strengthen our unions -in the 
building trades and keep our men 
together for the future tasks to 
come. I appeal to all readers of 
this letter to take similar steps 
along these lines so that we in the 
Building Trades can form a united 
front behind the fight against .Hit- 
lerism here in our own country as 
well as the Hitler monsters abroad.

Seek Textile Pay Boost. 


Emil Rieve, general president of the CIO Textile Workers Union — 
of America, has petitioned General Philip B. Fleming, Administrator 
of the Wage and Hour Division, to convene a new industry committee 
for the purpose of raising the minimum wage in cotton, rayon and 
miscellaneous textiles from 3744 cents an hour to 40 cenis, the full 
limit permitted by the Wages and Hours Act. 

Rieve estimated that the increase of 2% cents would raise the an- 
nual earnings of about 150,000 cotton textile workers by $10,000,000, 

Rieve also asked General Fleming to include manufacturers of 
non-wool rugs and carpets iff the committee, inasmuch as they are 
primarily cotton textile manufacturers. 

Following & similar petition of the Textile Workers Union of Amer- 


ica earlier this year, the minimum was raised from 324% cents to 37%

Win Pacts in Wool Plants 


A collective bargaining agreement has been signed covering 2,200 
employes of the M. T. Stevens Co. (woolens and worsteds) in Rock- 
ville, Conn.; Peacedale, R. I., and Gleasondale, Mass., it was announced 
this week by the Textile Workers Union of America, CIO. 


It was also announced that negotiations now going on with the 
American Thread Co. for the first industrial union contract in the 
textile industry of Fall River, Mass., will be extended to the plant of 
American Thread in Willimantic, Conn., where the union won a labor 
coard election by a vote of 1,122 for the union and 977 against. The 
union had previously won an election at the Fall River plant; holds 
an election at the Dalton, Ga., plant, and is engaged in an organizing 
drive on the Holyoke, Mass., plant of the company. 


Negotiations now going on in Fall River will decide the genera! 
terms of @ master contract that can apply to all plants of the com- 
pany organized by the union. 


C.1.O. Signs Cigar Pact 


CHICAGO, Ill., Oct. 12.—-The march of the CIO into the cigar in- 
dustry was continued this week with the signing of a contract by 
Zifferblatt Cigar Co. in Philadelphia with the United Cannery, Agri- 
cultural, Packing and Allied Workers of America after a two weeks’ 
strike. Zifferblatts employs 500 workers. 

“This contract includes all the good clauses and adds a 100 per 
cent shop and hiring through the union,” Harold Lane, union secre- 
tary-treasurer announced at union headquarters. “We are gratified 
that at last cigar workers are cracking the low pay and poor conditions 
which have been notorious in the cigar industry.” 


Hotel Strike Continues 


PITTSBURGH, Pa., Oct. 12—Refusal to accept the latest manage- 
ment offer as insufficient in certain wage classifications has led to a 
continuance of the ten-day-old hotel strike here. 

Eight major hotels are completely shut as a result of the strike 
in which the union presented a demand for a twenty per cent increase. 
First offer of the management was for eleven per cent but the strikers 
rejected it. Most hotel emplcyes have received no raises since the first 
contract signed in 1937. 

While the latest management offer, averaging a thirteen per cent 
increase, is acceptable in many departments, the fact that it was not 
satisfactory for some of the lowest paid categories led the union mem- 
bership to reject the proposal. 


UAW Asks Defense Parley

PONTIAC, Mich., Oct. 12.—A resolution calling for a “Pontiac Com- 
munity Conference for National Defense” so that “the people of Pontiac 
will contribute their part in defeating Hitlerism"” was unanimously and 
enthusiastically adopted by the Pcntiac Motor Local, UAW-CIO at its 
latest meeting. : 

“Such a conference,” said the resolution, “would bring together all 
community groups interested in national defense in order to work out a 
common program of action so that national defense projects for Pontiac 
will be speeded.up, so that propcsals can be formulated for the fullest 
utilization of Pontiac’s productive machinery for national defense pur- 
poses, and the people cf Pontiac will contribute their part in defeating 
Hitlerism and at the same time protect the livelihood of all of its citizens.

Whitney at Wage Hearing 


Appearing before the President’s Fact-finding Commission, which 
is considering the demand for increased wages of railroad employes, 
A. F, Whitney, president of the Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen 
(largest of the five operating Brotherhoods), introduced evidence to 
show that the railroads were increasing the salaries of their officers 
at the very time that they undertook to reduce the wages of railroad 
workers by 15 per cent in 1938. 

Mr. Whitney said that D. S. Ellis, Chief Mechanical Officer of the 
Chesapeake and Ohio Railroad, had his salary increased from $12,000 
to $20,000 or an increase of 66 2/3 per cent; that R. P. Ahrens, As- 
sistant Treasurer of the New York Central, had his salary increased 
from $10,000 tc $18,000, an increase of 80 per cent; that F. H. Baird, 
Passenger Traffic Manager of the New York Central, received a 50 per 
cent increase in salary (Baird-now receives $18,000 a year); W. J. Jenks, 
President of the Norfolk and Western, received a $15,000 increase and 
| now draws $75,000 a year; W. M. Duncan, Chairman of the Board and

Convict O’Neil 
To 3 Years for

Refused to Testify for 
FBI; Defense Pushes

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 12.—The 
FBI has wreaked its vengeance on 
James D, O’Neil for refusing to 
testify against Harry Bridges, when 
a “blue ribbon” jury convicted the 
former CIO publicity director on a 
charge of perjury. 

The jury, from which workers 
were carefully excluded by the FBI 
and the prosecutor, U. 8. Deputy 
Attorney William Licking, was 
deadlocked 11-1 until late last 
night, but brought in a verdict af- 
ter less than an hour’s deliberation 
this morning. 

Federal Judge Martin I. Welsh 
promptly sentenced O’Neil to three 
years in Federal prison, and $100 
fine. 


“TO APPEAL CASE 


Defense Attorneys George Ols- 
hausen and James Martin McInnis 
immediately gave oral notice of ap- 
‘peal, and on Saturday before Judge 
Welsh in Sacramento will argue a 
motion for a new trial.

Explorers Travels 


(By Wireless to Inter-Continent News) 

MOSCOW, Oct. 12 (Relayed from 
Lenigrad)—The 450th anniversary of the 
discovery of America next year will be com- 
memorated by the publication of a collection 
of documents and manuscripts of Russian 
explorers in northwestern America. 

The All Union Geographical Society will 
publish this important historical collection. 

Included among the documents will be 
the notes of N. Korbitsin, who took part in 
the rond-world voyage of the ship Neva 
from 1893 to 1895 and sailed along the 
American coasts. 

Of particular interest is the diary of 
Khlebnokov, correspondent member of the 
Academy of Science, describing his expedi- 
tion to California on the ships Baikal and 
Kyakhta from 1820 to 1830. 

_ Also included is the log of A. Glazunov’s 
expedition into the heart of northwest 
America in 1883, and also the observations 
of Russian scientists on meteorology in 
America in the 1830’s. 

The book of more than 600 pages is il- 
lustrated with maps and charts of the Amer- 
ican coastline and islands made by the ex- 
plorer Admiral Wrangel between 1829 and | 
1832.

HOLLYWOOD.—A lot of people pay a lot of money 
to various “doctors” who go around exterminating insects, 
driving fleas from the carpets and worms from the wood- 
work.

Political Platform 
In Arnold’s Letters 

Arnold's letters are a political 
platform from beginning to end, 
even though he was least. of all a 
theoretical type. He signed him- 
self “Monk” in his first letters to 
the enemy to. indicate his ad- 
miration of the traitor who 
brought back the Monarchy after 
the Cromwell revolution. He de- 
sired in the noblest manner “to 
accelerate the settlement of this 
unhappy contest.”
